#1. She will verify the information with Julie Nassif once it is in a solid draft. If we can attach the investigation we conducted that would be helpful. Time is of the essence here. So please respond as 
soon as you are able. 


1. Protocols at the lab - was she a single operator or overall problems (Linda working on this) 


2. AD’s job history and her supervisors and where are they now - AD worked for the Department for approximately 8 years. The person who oversaw the overall operations of the Drug 
Laboratory was Chuck Sale mini, who was transferred to EOPS along with the other employees. He has worked at the Laboratory for many years, perhaps as many as 20. Other employees may have 
supervised AD at times (do we have specifics?) 

3. Amherst Laboratory: The Drug Laboratory operations in Amherst had no contact with the specimens tests by AD; drug specimens would have been dropped off at either the JP or the Amherst 
site 


4. Personnel recommendations: Since all of the employees of the Drug Laboratory were transferred to EOPS, we can’t speak to whether the investigation has evidence that personnel action is 
called for regarding any of them. We don’t believe that anyone at the Hinton State Laboratory should be disciplined. The Drug Laboratory was one of several laboratories that operated within the 
Analytical Chemistry Division. Others include the Childhood Lead Screening, the Chemical Threat Response and the Routine Analytic Chemical laboratories. The supervisor of Drug Laboratory 
reported to the Director of that Division, Julianne Nassif for several years. However, Ms. Nassif had no direct oversight of the day-to-day operations of the Drug Laboratory. 
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
